The  distance  between  the  vapor  etreeXs 
stayed  the  same  oil  duriug  the  observation.  Tuere  was  absolutely  no  sound. 
The  object  passed  sunewhat  south  of  Ked  Bank. 


ther  stated  that  because  of  the  fact  that  absolutely  no 
sound  oould  be  heord|  the  vapor  streaks  were  clearly  separated  with  the  blue 
of  the  sky  visible  in  between,  the  pUenoaenon  noved  rather  slowly,  or  at 
loast  appeared  to  do  so,  although  the  whole  distance  from  its  point  of 
apparent  appeai’onee  in  the  western  sky  to  its  vanishing  point  high  up  in 
the  eastern  sky  was  covered  in  about  four  ninutes,  ho  came  to  the  following

The  objeot  waieh  was  pointing  the  very  long,  vapor  streaks  into 
tbs  absolute  oxoudlsss  eky  was  either  a very  large  oirohip  or  plane  with 
three  engines  or  Jots,  flying  very  bigh|  or  three  oaoller  planes  flying 
in  absolute  perfect  equally  spaced  formation,  oieo  vary  uigh,  in  an 
absolute  etroight  line.  Since  visibility  wss  psrfect,  ns  estimated  tne 
distonos  covered  by  the  object  during  his  obeervation  to  be  at  least  40 
■lies  (in  four  oioutes).  The  speed  of  the  object,  therefore  was  about 
600  miles  psr  hour.
